As Executor

NEW HAVEN, Conn.. Nov. 
7.—-The 


proceedings in the Probate court to- 
day In the contest, over the 
will of 


Philo S. Bennett, in which William J. 
Bryan has figured prominently for sev- 
eral weeks, were enlivened by n pro- 
test made by 
former Judge 
Henry 


Stoddard, counsel for the heirs, against 
Mr. Bryan being allowed to qualify as 
an executor. 


Court's proceedings opened with 
a 


question from Judge Cleaveland, who 
presided, as to w.hether counsel desired 
to be heard on the form of the decree 
to he entered in the case. After some 
discussion It was agreed that a confer- 
ence between counsel on 
both 
sides 


early next week should determine the 
form of decree to he submitted to the 
court for approval. 


Judge Stoddard asked if counsel for 


the executors would state 
definitely 


whether Mr. Bryan intended to qualify 
as an executor. He pointed out that Jf 
Mr. Bryan declined to do so, Mr. Sloan, 
partner of Mr. Bennett, would remain 
sole executor. Mr. Stoddard said that 
he would urge Mr. Sloan to continue, 
but he would protest Mr. Bryan. 


Henry G. Nowtnn, counsel 
for 
Mr. 
Bryan, said that Mr. Bryan intended to 
qualify and to act as exrcutor. 
"Then I want to know, further." pnid 
Judgo Siorldnrd. "if Mr. Rryan Intc-nriB 
to take any appeal from the drrlslon of 
your honor."

We shall 
insist upon the performance of hfis duty 
as e.xpcutor If Mr. Bryan is lo acLaHKUch.

We cunnot serve iwo masters 
in this matter. If he intends to uphold 
tho law an your honor has spoken it in 
your decision, it will be contrary to the 
law to undertake to destroy the will.

NEWTON'S REPLY. 


Mr. Newton, /or Mr. Bryan, said:

Mr. Bry- 
an's duty as executor in no way con- 
flicts with

wjll. Jn a very large majority of wills 
probated here the executor fs also a 
beneficiary, and the fact that he Is a 
beneficiary does not prevent Ills act- 
Ing as executor. Often also the exec- 
utor Is a trustee and often the exec- 
utor brings suit to construe the will. 
This court certainly has left no un- 
certainty In Us decision. The 
argu- 


ment by Mr. Stoddard Is on Behalf of 
thoae who intend' to frustrate the In- 
tent of the man through whom they 
have received large benefits-" 


Judge Oleavelf-.nd ruled that he. had 


no discretion in the inntter and had 
no right to prevent Mr, Bryan 
from 


qualifying as executor. 


BHYAN'fi RBMARKR. 


WTien the amount of the bond to be 


required was broached, Mr. Bryan said 
to the court: 


"The amount of the estate, is. on face 


value, about $302,000. A part of that ia

LODGED 


Colombia Objects to United 


States' Action 


By AiiocUtcfl Press to The Sun 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9-It was learned 


in official circles last night that the 
United Slates of Colombia has lodged a 
protest with tho Elate department against 
the actlur. of the United States in con- 
nection with the evonts which have oc- 
curred on the Isthmus of Panama. The 
terms of the protest could not be ascer- 
tained hist night, but it la known that 
strong objection la made to the altitude 
ofv the United States in 
general and 
against interpretations made by thid ROV- 
ornmenl of i.he treaty of 1846 between the 
United States of Amtrlca and the Unitetl 
States of Colombia. Tho state depart- 
ment has tho protest under serious con- 
sideration, but tho nature of Its reply, 1C 
iiny, or the time when It will be made, 
!g not kiiown. Other than admitting that 
eu'ch a document had been flled In the 
dtdte department, the officials there will 
eay nothing about the matter. 
"\Vord reached the navy department yes- 
terday of the arrival of the United States 
cruiser Boston at Panama Saturday. Com- 
mttno'cr DIohl in reporting her arrival, 
announced also thn receipt of instructions 
from the navy department which directs 
ihe keeping open of tho transit of the 
l.shtmus. He also said that at this tlmo 
the traffic wna undisturbed. 
Tho presidents yacht, the Mayflower, 
left tho navy yard hero yesterday for 
Oolon. Aboard her is II. A. Gudger, U. 
f>. consul general at Panama, who goes to 
Colon to assume full charge of tho Ameri- 
can consulnr affairs. 
Tho Mayflower is 
expected to reach her destination 
in 


p.hout eight days. On his nrrivnl at Pan- 
ama Mr. Gmlger will do business with 


the new government a.t Panama. He has 
full instructions from the secretary of 
state governing his dealings with tho 
now government.

HALIFAX, N. S., Nov. 9.—News of a 


Krim tragedy of the sea was brought 
to this port Saturday by the stenmer 
Tyrinn, 
which 
arrived 
from 
Sable 


Island, the barren stretch of sand in 
the ocean, 175 miles east of Halifax, 
knou-n among mariners everywhere as 
the graveyard of the North Atlantic. 
The captain of the Tyrian announced 
that two weeks ago, the battered hulk 
of a vessel, undoubtedly that of a 
schooner, drifted ashore on the Island 
with nine decomposed bodies In it. The 
name of the wrecked craft was made 
out as "Topaz" but the name of her 
hailing port is not known. 


The steamer Tyrian is in .the light- 


house supply service of the Canadian 
government and Is one of the vessels 
which makes periodical visits to Sable 
Island for the purpose of carrying oil 
and supplies to the light keepers and 
patrolmen on the island. These 
ves- 


sels are the only means of communica- 
tion between the mainland ' and the 
island, the government, while main- 
taining a complete marine signal ser- 
vice, never having laid a cable. 


The Tyrian reports that the hull of 


the Ill-fated craft was bottom up when 
it came ashore. The life pavers in- 
spected the wreck closely but could 
find only the name "Topaz" of "S 
." 


The remaining letters in the name of 
her hailing port had been obliterated 
by the action of the spa. 


When the inside was examined the 


life savers beheld a horrible sight. In 
all nine bodies, decomposed to such an 
extent that 
recognition 
would have 


been out of the question, were found 
in various parts of the hold.
